Countrey Þ abounding with flockes of Sheep 
and Goats. Thoſe as heard-men dwelt in 
Tents who are mentioned by the 4 Pſalmiſt, 
* Iſaiah* Ezekiel, and 8 Jeremy, 

The Phzliftinzs vpon the Welt Coaſt of 
Canaan, threw out the Auims and poſſeſſed 
their®* inheritance, Their Land was allotted 
to Þ Indah,< Dan,and 4 Simeon,but could not 
be ouercome : yet*® Daxid conquered them, 
Apainſt them propheſied f 1ſaiah,s Teremy, 
h Ezekiel, i Amos,* Zephany, and' Zacharie, 
Theſe Philiftines are alſo called Cherethims, 
as inthe 1. Sam,30.14. Exch, 25.16, and Ze. 
phaxny 2.5. and the whole Land,as itſeemeth, 
from them was called Paleſtina.
